A total of651 pupils were enrol) 
ed at Pahokee Schools at the com- 
pletion of the registration on the 
opening day, Monday, 286 in the 
high schools and 365 in the ele- 
mentary school, according to Prin- 
cipal Clyde .A.,Canipe. Of these 
325 are boys and 326 girls.

The most sen- 
sational increase in the enrollment 
is in the first grade which had 
81 pupils on the first day of School 
this year as compared to 46 last

A general budget of $108,500 
for the City of Pahokee for the 
new fiscal year starting Oct. 1 
was accepted by the City Council 
at a regular meeting Monday 
night.

$53,000. The new budget totals 
are slightly above those of last 
year which were set at $101,150 
for general operations and $48,-
